nent.” Housing problems have been a tradition in 
Judaism throughout the ages. 

As far back as the dawn of man, Adam and Eve 
lost their lease on the very choice piece of 
property, From then on, the curse of housing 
problems has accompanied us. Since the early days 
of the ancient Hebrews, when our ancestors were 
forced to live in little huts (succot) while wan- 
dering through the desert, housing problems have 
been part and parcel of Israeli life, 

Even when the Lord spoke of His love for the 
Jewish people and His desire to be with them, it 
was not without stipulation, The Lord’s wishes 
were Clearly stated in Uziyahu 36; (24-36) When 
He appeared to the prophet Uziyahu Ben-Botz ina 
vision and proclaimed, ‘And you shall build me a 
house that I may dwell amongst them. For prime 
rental§ are prohibitive.” Our sages were puzzled by 
this request, as it is a well-known fact that the Lord 
was entitled to both rental assistance and a housing 
loan through “Misrad Haklita” (Ministry of Ab- 
sorbtion).

ops in Uganda which even then was a miserable 
neighborhood? Today, as more Jews leave. their 
condominiums of the West and flee oppression in 
the USSR and Arab lands, the problem is worse 
than ever before. But you can rest assured that we 
at the Ministry of Housing are working even 
harder than our forefathers to solve the problem. 
With our plans for Israeli branches of Starret, 
Lefrak, Ebbets Field and Mitchell Lama housing

“I can eat what | 
want,” says Parah, “but my poor 
cows must cat what Peretz 
provides.” with that, Parah neatly 
shovels the manure problem into

Misani, when questioned, 
wasted no time in disclaiming 
responsibility for the situation, 
‘While it is true that cows are 
being fed cheaper feed which 
does include constipatory agents, 


we can’t afford better feed. The 
bulk of quality feed budget goes 
for chicken feed since chickens 
and eggs play an important part

What is the 
prescribed method of trying it? 
A: A generally accepted 
method is to wrap it several times 
around the waist .

The Kosher Gourmand 
“The Friday Night Feast” 


It's time for us to get back to basics. 
So much has been written about 
“Kosher French’ style of late that it's 
about time we admitted what we've 
known all along: we like heavy, 
overdone food and we're sick and tired 
of these fancy schmancy recipes that 
“liberated” yentes are trying to foist 
on us. So, girls, here's some really good 
info that will keep that “mensch’’ of 
yours happy as a clam-opps! Kneidle. 

Menu: Cake Masters challah from the 
freezer — they'll never know. 

Salade Limpe — avec chopped liver: 
make sure the ball of chopped liver sits 
squarely in the middle of the piece of 
limp iceberg lettuce that has been sit- 
ting on the table for a while. 

Chicken soup with matzoh balls: a 
classic treat good for what ails you but 
only if the specific gravity of the 
‘kneidle’ falls somewhere between lead 
and plutonium. 

Pot roast must be done to a turn, dried 
and left on the blech for at least two 
hours to insure no juices remain in or 
around the meat. Probe to check— then 
pour off. 

Noodle pudding, mashed potatoes

NY (NJTA) The Rabbinical 
Associaton of America, the 
central coordinating body 
associated with the Conservative 
movement, has passed a 
resolution deeming it permissible 
for worshippers in synagogues un- 
der its suspices to doven with 
“cavanah.”’ 

During the annual convention 
held this week at the Concord 
Hotel, members of the RAA 
Halacha Committee debated the 
issue for almost seven hours 
before deciding to vote in favor 
of “devotional worship (sprinkled 
with G-dly thoughts and a con- 
tinuing reevaluation of the Jews’ 
place in history,” said Rabbi Ira 
Spine, spokesman for the group. 

After agreeing to doven with 
cavanah (religious intention), the 
Halacha Commitee spent nearly 
the next two days of the con- 
vention resolving a second issue 
closely realted to the one already 
resolved. That being: To Whom? 
Proponenets of the schools of 
documentary hypothesis found 
themselves split into several fac- 
tions, with only the Subcommittee 
on Ecumenical Interchurch 
Cooperation coming to any sort of 
conclusion, and one a minor point 
of halacha at that. Citing Rachel's

The first thing is that each” 
morning upon arising he/she must

We visited a class. The teacher was giving a history lesson. Half the 
class was staring out the window. The other half were in the bathroom 
shooting up drugs. | asked Mr. Gottlieb if all classes were like this. He 
said “Oh, no! Some are much worse. Some classes don’t even go to the 
bathroom to shoot drugs.” 

| asked Mr. Gottlieb-why things were like this. He said it has to do 
with the home. At home, no one reads. There is never a book or 
newspaper in the house unless there is a dog. All they do is watch 
television, Sometimes they do get motivated to go to a movie. 

When they come to school they don’t want to learn. They just want to 
graduate.
